1 . Newly submitted claims 47-65 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed (claims 31-46) for the following reasons: 

Claims 31-46 are directed to a base station comprising a linear feedback shift 
register configured to produce a base code and a code detector configured to 
detect a first signal that is used to aid in acquisition of a second signal.

Claims 47-65 are directed to subscriber unit comprising a circuit configured to 
output a traffic data carried in a first channel and to configure a second channel, 
which is a pilot channel, to facilitate processing of radio frequency signals, and 
an antenna coupled to the circuit. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 47-65 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03.

art)(emphasis added). i 

2. The amendment filed on 3/9/2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because the claimed inventions are distinct as defined above.
